The Russians made these twin 
^tnoves as a followup to their original 
contention that the United Nations 
had no right to take up the ques­ 
tion of Korean independence. But, 
noting that the issue is before the 
Assembly as the result of a majority 
vote Andrei A. Gromyko, of Rus­ 
sia, raised the point that the dele­ 
gates could not discuss the ques­ 
tion unUl the “ truly elected” repre­ 
sentatives are present.

“ I iinder.stand the na­ 
tional emergency has pa.ssed and 
this is the first time I ever heard 
of a European emergency im pair­ 
ing a contract over here. The only 
way a government, without law, can 
impair a contract Ls during a na­

emergency.

35,000 Reds 
Are Repulsed; 
Many Injured 


AtfempI To Break 
Up Meeting Fails 


P A R IS , Wedne.sday. Oct. 28—'^ 
—Unofficial estimates of the in­ 
jured ranged from 40 to 300 early 
today after a bloody street battk la 
which Paris police beat back nearly 
35.000 Communists who attempted 
unsucce.ssfulJy to break up an anti­ 
communist meeting. 
It was the first major political 
street battle la Paris since the bit­ 
ter riots of 1936. 
The Communists, responding Io 
a call In their new.*?papcr L Human- 
ite to break up the meeting in Wag- 
ram Hall in Place lyEtolle, §pon- 
sored by former Sen. Gustave Gau- 
therot, besieged the meeting placa 
and were routed only after they 
had broken through three pollca 
lines and a wooden barricade. 
The riotous street scene began a 
few hours after Socialist Prwnier 
Paul Ramadier opened his govern­ 
ment’s fight for life In the Na­ 
tional As.«embly chamber. 
Eight Policemen Hart 
An official police statement « id 
eight policemen had been injured, 
although one foreign correspondent 
counted 10 being carried away from 
the fracas. Estimates in the Pan* 
pre.s.s ranged as high as 150 In ­ 
jured on i?ach side. 
There was no estimate on th* 
number of police and mobile guard 
employed to protect the anti-Com- 
munlst meeting which polioi per­ 
mitted to begin its session after th# 
fighting. More than 1.500 person* 
attended the meeting, which ended 
early today. 
When the Communists first drew 
up their force.« before the fight, 
lluTc were about 25.000 of them 
ina.s.sed at one end of Avenu* Wag- 
rum and 8.000 at the other end 
Shouting “ lies Soviets partout” 
(we want Soviets everjwhere) th# 
crowd seized the broken bit» of th# 
barricade and used them as club», 
until police rallied along a line of 
mobile guard trucks stretched aero« 
the avenue. After the fighting th# 
scene looked like a battlefield. 
Several photographers were In­ 
jured in the melee. Jean Ja cq u « 
Levy, Associated Press photograph­ 
er, returned to his office with blood 
on his shirt and welts aero« hi* 
back from blows by police.

M 


o s t physicians have had 
this experience; a patient 
walks into the office and, 
after introducing herself, is 
invited to sit dow’n. To b reak the 
ice. the medico leans over the desk 
and says. “And what is the m at­ 
ter. Mrs. R.?” 
“T hat IS what I came here to find 
out.” she replies. 
This type of individual prob ab ly 
thinks that all a physician has to do 
is to glance at the visitor to decide 
what is wrong. Naturally, he can 
.'ee ob vious defects b ut the state of 
the internal organs is not televised. 
Perhaps snap judgments were pos­ 
sib le in ancient times b ut not today. 
After all, his opening remark was 
merely a means of starting the con- 
ver.salion. On other accasions he 
iiiav ask, “W hat can I do for you?” 
or “W hat arc your complaints?" he 
docs not cxp€ K*l his patient to make 
the diagnosis b ut would 
like to 
know her symptoms. 


Till, part of the examination, called 
the ••history,” is of great importance 
in solving the prob lem. It is here 
tha t the first clew is received as to 
the patient’s conditions and, b y co­ 
operating in this respect, more can 
b e accomplished in order to get well. 
Tlie methods employed b y medical 
men in ob taining these data will 
vary. 
Many prefer to let the pa­ 
tient talk first, describ ing all his 
difficulties. 
Here 
much 
valuab le 
time can b e saved if tlie individual 
b egins b y saying, "I was perfectly 
well until one week ago, when 1 
iir.st noticed pain in the che.st.” 
From there the story unfolds it- * 
self and a clearer picture is ob tain­ 
ed of the nature of the complaint.

from

piaiit, b niiging in Aunt M yra’s gall­ 
stones or what happened to a friend 
of a Iricnd who had pain something 
like thi.s b ut on the other side. etc.

When tin.' part ot the history i.s 
taken, the doctor will ask .specific 
questions to fill m the gaps. Exactly 
rn 
where is the acning located? Is it 
related to ineaLs or exercise? I.s it 
.'harp or dull; continuous or inter­ 
m ittent? He Will prob ab ly inquire 
ab out other organs which were not 
nu niioned so that nothing will b e 
omitted. 
If the patient is a stranger, a rec- 
OKi of past illnesses such a.s mea.s- 
lo.. rheumatic fever, or other inala- 
die.s of childhood and youth will b e 
investigated. All the minor details 
a.' ociated with the diseases are not 
essential b ut their occurrence may 
have a b earing on the present dis­ 
turb ance. 
The family histon* is discu.s.sed b e­ 
cause .some disorders are hereditary. 
F.atiiiR hab its are con.sidered a.s well 
a.s the amount of tob acco, coffee, 
lea. or alcohol u.sed. Living condi­ 
tions, occupation, and the private 
life give an in.sight into emotional 
factor.Y. 
Once the form is complet­ 
ed the physician has a wealth of 
ronfidential intormation that will 
give him as.sistance. The phy.sical 
chrekup follows and, if neces.sary, 
hilKiratory te.sts. The end rc.suIt is 
the diagiio.sis.

return of the police state, b ut under 
a different, more b eautiful name. 
But stand your ground, Mr. Pres­ 
ident.

You, perhaps, are fed 
up with the hypocrisy of those who 
d« *mand price controls on what they 
b uv, b ut no controLs on the goods 
or lab or they sell. Pre.ssure gfoups 
which shoulder each other out of

“general welfare,” as cover-up.s for 
their .sclf-interest.s. they must some­ 
tim e' nau.scale you. 
Wrong On One Point 
You were wrong on one point, 
howrvcr. Mr. President. A'ou .'aid 
that anything that has to b e en- 
i« » n «*d 1» ’ a system of punishment.n 
1. the mark ol a iiolice slate. But 
tliat It not the difference b etween 
a police state and a free govern- 
iiient. All governments use punish­ 
ments. The distinction is whether 
the otfen.sp and the punishment are 
.set torth in some statute, or wheth­ 
er they re.'l on the caprice of tht? 
b ureaucrat 
In short. It is the dlf- 
iMice b elw« *en a government b y law, 
or a government b y men. a.s the 
(’oii.stitutK)ii t*l Ma.ssachu.'elt.s put.s 
It. 
The prohib ition era was not an 
example of police government. The 
Constitution and the Volstead Act 
laid down the law; the offense was 
clearly 
.'tated; 
the 
punLshment.s 
were clearly prescrib ed and the rlti- 
/en.s had the right to a jury trial. 
F« *<leral prohib ition may have b een 
a mistaken policy, b ut it was not a 
"police government.” 
To pmhib it the sale ot a .single 
commodity, such as liquor or

can b e done b y law. But. to fix a 
compuLsorv price on all the articles 
in a Sears Roeb uck catalogue, or

When they dralt 
a Presidential order appointing an 
economic czar, they fight like wild­ 
cats against any right of injunc­ 
tion or appeal from his decrees. 
Power To Be Arb itrary 
As the Supreme Court has .said, 
the power to fix pnce.s involves the 
power to b e arb itrary. It is the ab - 
.'cnce of rule b y law that makes

Wh« *n. Mr. President, you said a 
year ago that you had contemplated 
sending out federal cattle rustlers 
so rab itrarily seize meat from the 
farmers, you were clearly de.scrib ing 
a police state activity. 
From the standpoint of economics, 
price fixing is equally a fake. C an­ 
adian and French and Argentine 
farmers 
have 
already 
curtailed 
wheat planting b ecause of price tix- 
mg. To expect anyone to produce 
as much of anything for a price 
less than a free market would give, 
i.s a confession of economic illiter­ 
acy. It has never b een done without 
b ayonets, and poorly then. 
Price controls are legalized plund­ 
er. When some u.se their voting pow­ 
er to get more good., b y paying few­ 
er dollars, they force others to take

And What It Is Today 
Halloween formerly was an occasion when the 
excess zeal of youngsters meant no more harm than 
the loss of a few gates, the overturning of certain 
small structures and the discovery that somebody’s 
buggy was standing in the middle of the creek. 
But now the playful activities that marked the 
event in former days have become virtually a reign 
of terror that begins long before Halloween and 
continues after the ghosts and goblins have doffed 
their costumer and resumed normal pursuits. 
It is gratifying to learn, however, that the sea­ 
son's pranks and other acts of vandalism in Cumber­ 
land are decreasing, probably because police are keep­ 
ing a more careful lookout for persons who might h&ve 
the inclination to indulge in such mischief, and again, 
probably, due to the fact that those who might be 
expected to do devilment have come to the conclusion 
that, after all. there is really little fun in it. 
The removal of gates—one resident of the city 
ha.* already experienced this type of annoyance—ta 
not a serious thing in itself, unless It is destroyed or 
disposed of in such a manner the owner cannot re­ 
cover it 
Another prank to which youngsters have 
been reporting has been the removal of filled garbage 
and a h cans from curbs, and lining them up across 
thoroughfares to halt the movement of traffic. 
Special measures taken by the police to hold 
vandalism to its minimum will be appreciated by 
pr idents. 
It cannot but help give them a feeling of 
greater security against damage to their property 
during the next few nights 
One (pf the difficulties about dealing with the 
element that has become so utterly vicious la the 
feeling that Their activities should be excused as 
pranks. This sort of treatment in former years has 
encouraged the Juvenile offenders to become bolder. 
Now they wreck trains, destroy public property, break 
street lights, beat up innocent and inoffensive citizens 
and Mop little short of homicide in their efforts to 
outdo each other and achieve new thrills. 
The passing of the woodshed, where a razor strap, 
a hairbrush or a hickory limb was applied effectively 
may account for the enormous increase in this type 
o? delinquency—this excursion into realms that actual 
nominals formerly shunned. Tile woodsheds are gone 
beyond recall, but the parental authority they once 
typified should be demonstrated again before it is 
everlastingly too late 
And if parents shun their plain duty, the task 
of breaking up the.ve ganges and protecting the public 
against their depredations certainly becomes a job 
for the police.

THE CASE HISTORY 
M 


OST physicians have had 
this experience; a patient 
walks into the office and, 
after introducing herself, is 
invited to sit down. To break the 
ice. the medico leans over the desk 
and says, “And what is the m at­ 
ter, Mrs. R.?” 
“T h at is what I came here to find 
out,” she replies. 
This type of individual probably 
thinks th at all a physician has to do 
is to glance at the visitor to decide 
what is wrong. Naturally, he can 
see obvious defects but the state of 
the internal organs is not televised. 
Perhaps snap judgments were pos­ 
sible in ancient times but not today. 
After all, his opening rem ark was 
merely a means of starting the con­ 
versation. On other accasions he 
mav ask. “W hat can I do for you?” 
or “W hat are your complaints?’' he 
does not expect his patient to make 
the diagnosis but would like to 
know her symptoms. 


Tills part of tile examination, called 
the “history,” is of great importance 
in solving the problem. It is here 
th at the first clew is received as to 
the patient’s conditions and. by co­ 
operating in this respect, more can 
be accomplished in order to get well. 
The methods employed by medical 
men in obtaining these data will 
vary. 
Many prefer to let the pa­ 
tient talk first, describing all his 
difficulties. 
Here 
much 
valuable 
time can be saved if the individual 
begins by saying, “I was perfectly 
well until one week ago, when I 
first noticed pain in the chest.” 
From there the story unfolds it- * 
self and a clearer picture is obtain­ 
ed of the nature of the complaint. 
Some 
persons wander from 
the 
point, bringing in Aunt Myra's gall­ 
stones or what hap}>ened to a friend 
of a friend who had pain something 
like this but on the other side. etc. 
This merely confuses the issue as 
tile physician is interested only In 
the case in question. 
When this part of the history Is 
taken, the doctor will ask specific 
questions to fill in the gaps. Exactly 
where is the acning located? Is it 
related to meals or exercise? Is it 
sharp or dull; continuous or inter­ 
m ittent? He will probably inquire 
about other organs which were not 
mentioned so that nothing will be 
omitted. 
If the patient is a stranger, a rec­ 
ord of past illnesses such as meas­ 
les. rheum atic fever, or other m ala­ 
dies of childhood and youth will be 
investigated. All the minor details 
associated with the diseases are not 
essential but their occurrence may 
h a\e a bearing on the present dis­ 
turbance. 
The family history is discussed be­ 
cause some disorders are hereditary. 
Eating habits are considered as well 
as the amount of tobacco, coffee, 
tea. or alcohol used. Living condi­ 
tions. occupation, and the private 
life give an Insight into emotional 
factors. 
Once the form is complet­ 
ed the physician has a wealth of 
confidential information that will 
give him assistance. The physical 
checkup follows and. if necessary, 
laboratory tests. The end result is 
the diagnosis. 


- TOO MANY RIBS 
V. M. writes: I have an extra rib, 
which affects my neck and arms. 
When 
I move them there is a 
cracking sound and a feeling of pull­ 
ing.

several months, yet domestic prices 
have increased.”

Trum an then went on to point 
out that Increased price* were solely 
repsonslble for the Increased cost 
of relief to Europe. The original 
estim ate of funds needed to carn 
needy Europeans through March 31.

Thank you. President Truman, for 
agreeing that price, wage and rent 
rout rots are the methods of a “po­ 
lice state.” Your frankness has dis­ 
tressed some who fear your words 
will bounce back on them. And 
consumers' groups have sent you 
indignant telegrams demanding the 
return of the police state, but under 
a different, more beautiful name. 
But stand your ground. Mr. Pres­ 
ident. You are right from the view­ 
point of government, economics, and 
public morals. You. perhaps, are fed 
up with the hypocrisy of those who 
demand price controls on what they 
buy. but no controls on the goods 
or labor they sell. Pressure gfoups 
which shoulder each other out of 
the political hog-trough are un­ 
pleasant 
sights. 
But 
when 
they 
grunt “the common good.” or the 
“general welfare,” as cover-ups for 
their self-interests, they must some­ 
times nauseate you. 
Wrong On One Point 
You were wrong on one point, 
however. Mr. President. You said 
that anything that has to be en­ 
forced by a system of punishments 
Ls the mark ut a police state. But 
that it not the difference between 
a police state and a free govern­ 
ment. All governments use punish­ 
ments. The distinction la whether 
the offense and the punishm ent are 
set forth in some statute, or wheth­ 
er they rest on the caprice of the 
bureaucrat. In short, it Is the d u ­ 
eller betw«aeti a government by law, 
or a g o v ern m e n t by men, a.** Hie 
Constitution of Massachusetts puts 
it. 
The prohibition era was not an 
example of police government. Tile 
Constitution and the Volstead Act 
laid down the law; the offense was 
clearly 
stated, 
the 
punishments 
were clearly prescribed and the citi­ 
zens had the right to a jury trial. 
Federal prohibition may have been 
a mistaken policy, but it was not a 
“pollee government.” 
To prohibit the sale of a single 
commodity, such as liquor or a 
dangerous drug, is something that 
ran be done bv law. But. to fix a 
compulsory price on all the articles 
in a Sears Roebuck catalogue, or 
even a tenth of them, or the rent 
of a million different houses, is a 
job no legislature can perform. Nor 
could it constantly change those 
prices from day to day as frost or 
drought or strikes or the new de­ 
mand of a Marshall Plan for feed­ 
ing Europe upset the balance of 
supply ann demand. 
No. outside ol a free market, this 
Job rail be done, if at all. only by an 
economic czar who rules by decree 
and from whose orders there is no 
appeal to the courts. Braintrusters 
know well enough. When they dealt 
a Presidential order appointing an 
economic czar, they fight like wild­ 
cats against any right of injunc­ 
tion or appeal from his decrees. 
Power To Be Arbitrary 
As the Supreme Court has said. 
the power to fix prices involves Hie 
|H)wer to be arbitrary It is the ab­ 
sence of rule bv law that makes 
price and wage and rent fixing the 
characteristic 
of 
a 
police 
state. 
When. Mr. President, you said a 
year ago that you had contemplated 
sending out federal cattle rustlers 
so rabitrarily seize meat from the 
farmers, you were clearly describing 
a police state activity. 
From the standpoint of economics. 
price fixing is equally a fake C an­ 
adian and French and Argentine 
farm ers 
have 
already 
curtailed 
wheat planting because of price fix­ 
ing. To exiiect anyone to produce 
as much of anything for a price 
less than a free market would give, 
Is a confession of economic illiter­ 
acy. It has never been done without 
bayonets, and poorly then. 
Price controls are legalized plund­ 
er. When some use their voting pow­ 
er to get more goods by paving few­ 
er dollars, they torre others to take 
fewer 
dollars by giving up more 
goods. 
Those wiio demand price controls 
for other people do so because they 
want to work harrier, but because 
they want to get more bv not work­ 


ing harder. Hence. Price controls 
always curtail Ute production 
of 
wraith. Witness the tremendous in­ 
creases in production since O. P A. 
was discarded.

species other than trout during tho 
regular open season for such species. 
A public hearing on these propos­ 
als will be conducted by the Mary­ 
land Game and Inland Fish Com­ 
mission on Monday, November 3. a t 
Salisbury. Md. 
One of the proposals, offered by 
the League of Maryland Sportsmen, 
Inc., urges the postponement of tho 
expenditure of $45,000 on trout and 
bass rearing ponds on Bottle Run, 
until the Beaver Creek Hatchery in 
W ashington County is completed. 
Bottle Run has been approved as 
an Ideal site for a rearing station 
for both baas and trout and sports­ 
men of W estern Maryland feel th at 
it is needed for Allegany and G ar­ 
rett counties. 
The Evltt's Creek proposal whlio 
offered by the L.M.S. has been dis­ 
cussed before by Allegany county 
sportsmen.

800 Acres Burn 
In Less Than Week 


Forest wardens, 
guards, super­ 
visors and volunteers who fought a 
score of woods fires in this district 
since last Wednesday, welcomed the 
rain early yesterday morning, and 
all fires in Allegany, Garrett, Wash­ 
ington and Frederick counties were 
reported out last night by District 
Forester William Parr. 
More than SOO acres, about SOO of 
which are 
in

county, 
burned over during the past week, 
with an estimated total damage of 
about $3,000, according to Parr, who 
said more than 500 firemen aided 
in suppressing the flames. 
Damage was limited to a few dol­ 
lars per acre. Parr explained, be­ 
cause most of the fires occurred in 
brush, 
undergrowth 
an d 
scrub 
areas, and did not get into big tim­ 
ber. Growth, of course, Is retarded 
by fires of this nature, but fortu­ 
nately no marketable timber except 
some props and pulp wood were de­ 
stroyed. 
Considerable small game perished 
In the flames, woodsmen believe, 
but all flames were brought under 
control without loss of human life. 
Several buildings were threatened 
at some points. 
When rain began falling 
early 
yesterday morning, all fires In the 
district were under control, but 
enough rain fell to wet the ground, 
extinguish the flames and impede 
their progress. 
Parr said last night that the sun 
and wind can dry out 
the wopds 
very quickly, and the danger from 
fires is not over. 
Continued cau­ 
tion Is urged in the next several 
weeks, unless there Is very heavy 
rainfall, he explained.

The revenue from fines in Police 
Court, estimated at $10,000 in the
